Hopper 
ran ouf to give the alarm from the 
telephone In the next building and 
when he returned the flames had made 
such progress’that he could not enter 
the block.

Leitch. the Janitor, also testified that 
be kept both the front and rear base¬ 
ment doors locked as a rule and when 
tenants wished to store anything la 
the basement they came to him for 
the keys.

Directly above the mysterious crate 
there Is a two-inch hole on the floor, 
made by the removal of a radiator 
pipe. The fire marshal thought It pos¬ 
sible that a cigarette stub had fallen 
through this hole.

Comnvssion Seeks to Learn 
More About Young Fish 

I Seattle. Oct. 0.—To learn more about 
the life of Alaska halibut, particularly 
the very young, whose numbers are 
being rapidly depleted, another re¬ 
search expedition of the International 
Fisheries Commission la to sail from 
Seattle October 20. 

’’The decrease in the productivity of 
the halibut fisheries is a serious mat¬ 
ter,” said* Dr W F Johnson, director 
of the commission, in announcing the 
new expedlllonjtiere 
"Most of the work hr"the past has 
been devoted to the examination of 
older species, but this time we want to 
learn more shorn the distribution and 
movements of the very young fish.” 

The expedition is to work in the 
Gulf of Alaska until the first of the 
year, shortly after which a trip to the 
Bering Sea Is planned. 

Trawling apparatus, some for Work 
In water as deep as 1.000 fathoms and 
others adapted for shoal waters will be 
included In the equipment. Fine 
meshsilk nets will be used to entrap 
halibut eggs and minute larvae, deep- 
sea thermometers and “water bottles” 
are Intended to furnish detailed In¬ 
formation of conditions at great 
depths.

this part of the Island, we drove out 
by Col wood and Labgford, passing 
leisurely (as befitted thst year of 
gracei through the charming scenery, 
as yet Invaded by neither bungalow 
nor broom, and past the Coldstream 
Hotel we went up under the avenue 
of trees whose tops had not yet met 
overhead. I recall how we got out j 
and walked up the road above the 
station and we picked tbe first pyrola 
I had seen since my arrival In British 
Columbia.

Introduction to the botany of the 
Booke Hills, though It was years be¬ 
fore I was able to follow up the lead 
thus given. The valley beyond where 
tbe reservoir now Is was filled with 
trees, and maidenhair fern still grew 
along the road I still recall the thrill 
I got when I saw the great cliffs bn 
each side, reminding me of the wild 
hills of Renfrewshire and Arran. We 
picnicked behind the little sehool- 
house which still stands, although Its 
surroundings hare been seriously de¬ 
pleted. In those days a footpath 
passed behind the school and through 
the trees below Mount Macdonald to 
a little opening. There the firs was 
made, the kettle boiled, and the tra¬ 
ditional hospitality of Cloverdale dis¬ 
pensed. After lunch we climbed 
Humpback Hill, two of tbe Misses Tol¬ 
mie and my wife accompanying us. 
To-day I should certainly hesitate 
about such a climb after lunch, and 
such a lunch! But we got to the, top. 

Last Saturday I took up a little 
party of four ladles and two boys. A 
quarter of a century has made little 
alteration In the hill or the character 
of the ascent. The only recognizable 
change la that the gullies are a little 
mbfe brush-choked than they were. 
If I remember rightly in 1903 we fol¬ 
lowed from bottom to top a gully 
that opens out to the north of the 
highest point of the summit, but on 
the several occasions I have gone up 
since I have never taken that route. 
On Saturday we went up as I usually 
do. after rising more or less at right 
angles to the road and then gradually 
working around to the right, and so 
by short gullies to the opener snd 
more accessible rocks above.

Indistinct 
In the distance. At our feet lay Lang¬ 
ford and Glen lakes on one side, the 
Reaervdlr, most picturesque of all In 
Its wild efttlng of hill snd vale, on the 
other. 

The sun Was getting redder with the 
waning afternoon as we started down 
the successive grassy terraces on the 
northeast side of the hill. Prom one 
of the larger of theee we had a re¬ 
markable view of tbe Humpback valley 
looking south; the nearer cliffs and 
steep hillsides dark blue against the 
reddened sky and the farttaer-off ones 
fading away into a purplish base This 
end-of-Bummer smokiness is a setting 
of our wilder scenery sometime* over¬ 
looked or neglected. While the wide¬ 
spread views of the clearer weather of 
Spring and Winter are spoilt there is 
an air of mystery snd grandeur com¬ 
municated to the rough hill-country 
that la well worth the trouble of going 
to see. The older school of landscape 
painters preferred to view scenery 
under the effects of early morning snd 
late afternoon or. In other words at 
sunrise and sunset. The reason of this 
was two-fold first of all the shadows 
are longer then, and that gives greater 
masses of light and shade, and next 
the colors are really simpler at these 
times, though more striking, because 
In the middle of the day everything 
is lit up with white light, s mingling 
of all the rays of the spectrum In 
the same way a rainbow is much more 
attractive to the eye than such a white 
ring as we often see round the moon 
at night; In the rainbow we see all 
the colors separated. In the lunar ring 
mingled In the hary atmosphere of 
late Summer the red color Is due to 
the particles of carbon which make up 
the smoke from the forest-fires. These 
particle* reflect the short blue rays 
and transmit the long red ones, and 
according to their abundance In the 
aky.is the effect produced upon the 
light of the sun. Bmoke. then, tends 
to make the sunsets and sunrises red¬ 
der. and also to make the disk of the 
sun even at noon-day red because of 
the effectiveness with which the 
smoke dust Jpftf taly the red rays 
through. H is interesting to notloe 
thst the colors of s sunset are those 
of a rainbow, only that the spectrum 
extends across the vault of the •ky 
from the western horizon upwards, 
the red band at the base, then orange 
yellow, green and blue, while In the 
east there Is a warm rosy or purplish 
tint known as the "counter-glow."

IRis is i matter of serious consequence to tbe 
province as a whole and tor the southern interior 
in particular. It represents the export of business 
which really belongs to British Columbia, and if it 
shall continue it will have a damaging effect on em¬ 
ployment in the district directly concerned. It is 
reported that the Granby concern has two grievances. 
One is its objection to ’the power rates charged by 
the West Kootenay Power and Light Company and 
the other is the charge which the Consolidated Mining 
and Smelting Company levies for the smelting of ore 
mined at Allenby. 


WHY PROHIBITION 


This arrangement of the colors Is due 
to the presence of atmospheric dust 
snd It Is responsible for. the colora¬ 
tion-of the clouds without whieh the 
spectrum is not ordinarily remarkable. 
Some of tfte finest sunsets ever seen 
were In the two years after the ter¬ 
rific volcanic explosion which de¬ 
stroyed the island of Krakatoa In the 
East Indies In the eighteen-eighties of 
last century. The sunsets were due 
to the line volcanic dust which re¬ 
mained high up In the atmosphere 
where it had been blown by the force 
of the explosion. 

Another itbing seen on the way down 
was one of our ferns which I had not 
before come across on Humpback Hill. 
This Is th^ cliff-brake. It was fairly 
plentiful along the (fry grassy ledge* 
in thick clumps It Is sometimes 
classed with the parsley fern, s neigh¬ 
bor on the hillside. Both have sterile 
and fertile fronds on the same plant, 
much alike In the brake. The cliff 
brake grows In drier places, the panley 
fern preferring wet crevices in ths 
rocks. The cliff-brake has a peculiar 
bluish green color, very different from 
the bright green of the parsley-fern 
which I first saw with Mr. Tolmt# on 
this very hill on that first climb. 
Everywhere in the open spaces the 
little Autumnal-flowering knotwasd 
was spreading Its pale pink blossoms, 
snd thanks to the late showers there 
were many plant* showing the fresh 
and vivid green of new growth. 


1 he legal points involving the supply of power 
to Allenby shortly will be argued before the Court 
of Appeal. In the meantime, however, we may 
assume that the Government will take into cobsidera- 
tion the question of presenting to the Legislature at 
its session in January a proposal to establish a Public 
Utilities Commission. Power development is occu¬ 
pying such a vital position in the ecnomic and in¬ 
dustrial life of the province that it. now is apparent 
that gdequate action to protect the interests of the 
public must be taken without delay. It is not sug¬ 
gested, of course, that any concern would be disposed 
fo take undue advantage of situations which might 
arise in the absence of any body to which consumers 
might look for redress for such grievances under which 
they might consider they were suffering. It should be 
borne in mind, nevertheless, that British Columbia's 
expansion in the next few years will b? so intimately 
linked up with the development of power for many 
purposes that it obviously would be 4n the best in¬ 
terests of all concerned to erect the proper machinery 
to deal with the question of rates and privileges con¬ 
cerning corporations and their clients as circumstances 
may warrant. 

We on Vancouver Island, moreover, are intimately 
concerned in the development of power. It is not too 
much to say that within the next decade our industrial 
landscape will undergo very considerable change; and 
in that transformation the harnessing of the Island’s 
"white coal", will play an important part. In that 
exploitation of one of our most valuable resources, 
however, it is essential the public interest be properly 
safeguarded. The logical agency to insure that is 
a competent Public Utilities Commission.

POTATOEM AND (frllER

We can deny the supematuralism of darkened 
room and moving table all we pleaae; but every mo¬ 
ment of our lives we are surrounded by another 
aupematuralism so astounding, so complex, so far- 
reaching, that the stories of the spiritualists pale into 
insignificance. 

Suppose, for instance, that you deny all religion 
and resolve to stick to the most matter-of-fact scientific 
formula you can find. What then? Science will 
tell you that all lifeleu matter, from a steel girder 
down to a dish of custard pudding, is made up of 
that mysterious, invisible force called electricity! 

A lump of clay contains as many mysteries as 
a starlit sky on an October night. The spinning 
•tars of our solar system can be duplicated in the 
whirling atomic nebulae of a piece of coal. A solid 
steel rail contains vacant spaces as puzzling as the 
famous “coal sack" of the milky way. where no 
light has glimmered since the making of the world. 

What, in the face of this, are you going to dp 
about it?. Will you cling to a matter-of-fact formula 
when the’very atones in the street cbntain riddles too 
profound for the wisest man to unravel? You can, 
if you wish, sniff disdainfully at the Credo of the 
spiritualists, and laugh at their studies of ectoplasm 
and disembodied voices; but you must come back 
in the end to a realization that the real world is more 
miraculous aril incomprehensible than the most ardent 
s n i nh ia l i it ever dreamed

Born 
la Sweden of mixed Scottishjvnd Swed¬ 
ish parentage, the only son in a family 
of nine, he was in his infancy when 
his mother was seized with a passion 
for travel. France. Italy. Switzerland. 
Germany. Russia. Britain, the Asia, all 
were visited in turn for varying periods 
by the boy and his mother, and he ac¬ 
quired a smattering of the languages 
of each country, and built up a cosmo¬ 
politan background. 

WAS A HOMESTEADER 

After his mother’s death, he enjoyed I 
i Bohemian llfa in the French capital, 
consorting with artists, essayists, novel¬ 
ists. then in 1894.,at the age of twenty- 1 
four, came to Canada, taking up a 
pioneer homestead. in the bushland on 
the great lake* of Manitoba. In the | 
Intervals of hard manual labor, he read j 
Plato or Homer. Tacitus or Horace’s 
Odes, and the other great masterpieces 
of literature. 

He also taught the children of the 
neighborhood, who Included Ukrain¬ 
ians. Russo-Germans. Poles and 8wedes. 
and in the intervals wrote his book 
which came out. after thirty-two years ! 
of work, as "A Search for America." 
published in 1926. 

LITERATURE ENDURES 
"Literature I had come to look upon 
»• the only endurtng thing All other 
arts partake of the nature of material 
thing* In It there lies embedded the 
generally tragic reaction of the .human 
i soul to the fundamental Conditions of 
man’s life on earth," he said. 

When over forty he tramped 100 
miles to Winnipeg and became the 
prospective principal of s high school, 
conditional upon his taking certain 
ncademlc degree* He was over fifty 
when he took his academic degrees in 
the University of Manitoba Then he ' 
threw up his high school work and re¬ 
turned to the pioneers in order to be¬ 
come a teacher In a country school, 
among the people he understood so 
well 

TRIBUTE TO PIONEERS 
Describing the lives of the pioneer 
settlers. Mr Grove said; 

•. "In a world gone Insane with 
transportation and speed: In a world 
renrhing out not for happiness but for 
comfort and pleasure, and for that ease 
of life which Is the death of all things 
of th« f spirit, these pioneers stand un¬ 
moved like the patriarchs of the Btble 
-like Abraham Isaac. Jacob—like the 
old British yeomanry, like the mld- 
Furopenn. peasant—concerned with 
eternally valid things. Valid no'instter 
where life Is lived, no matter when: 
concerned with the nroblem of right 
living rather than with the problem of 
ncqulrlng wealth: concerned with 
goodness, truth . beauty—the goodness 
of the home, breeding-piace of the 
greatness of nation*; the truth of their 
own reaction to life and the world, a 
reaction which even to-day Is largely 
that of the. BJble. and the beauty of 
that universe In which, for every pair 
of lovers, the evening and morning still 
make the first day.”

Teeing the ball preparatory to 
driving off seems a relatively 
unimportant matter so Vng as 
it is done so that club may corno 
at the ball. As a matter of fact/ 
however, most first-class play¬ 
ers take considerable pains to 
place the ball properly and often 
vary the method according to 
the type of shot desired. 

I myself for a normal drive prefer 
an unusually high tee, leaving the 
ball a full inch off the ground, if the 
surface of the tee le firm. I use a 
driver with a fairly deep face, and I 
find If the tee la high X have a much 
better chance to hit the ball squarely 
In the centre of the club. Also. I do 
not have a feeling that I must go 
down after the ball, as I would If It 
lay close to ground. 

AN ESSENTIAL 

The high tee gives me complete con-* 
fldencc to hit with the sweeping stroke 
which I believe to be an essential of 
long driving. 

H. D. dimes, an English surgeon, 
once created a sensation by using a tee 
nearly ten Inches In height. The In¬ 
strument was fashldhed of wood and, 
was adjustable to two lengths, one 
very long, the other of about four 
inches. The inventor always claimed 
that he was able to drive longer and 
stralghter using that tee than with 
any other method. He never had an 
opportunity to use It In a champion¬ 
ship however, for on the eve of com¬ 
petition there was posted In the club¬ 
house a polite request by the Royal 
»nd Ancient Committee that contest - 
anta "refrain from using unuaual ap- 
1 pllanceW during the play. 

LOWER INC TEE AID* PLAY 

The adjustment of the tee Is very 
important in combating a croaa wind. 
1 find that by reducing the height of 
the tee and consequently lowering the 
ball, I create a tendency to fade the 
shot perceptibly So when, because of 
a right-hand wind or the slope of the 
fairway. X feel that I should like a 
bit of cut.

Jones has won 
twenty-three out of twenty - four 
matches played. Only Von Elm. who is 
at time*, but not ull the time, as 
great as Jones himself, broke Into the 
string of straight wins, and that only 
once. 

A GREAT RECORD 

In six years Jones has won eight 
straight natloual championship titles. 
United States and British. That's a 
record no other golfer ever touched, 
and perhaps no other golfer ever will. 
It's a hazardous thing to predict that 
no future champion will ever be more 
successful than a present champion.. 
Sport improves, and golf will impravi 
more and more because of the gr,eat 
number playing It all ovc t the world. 
But ln this generation Bobby Jones is 
unique. It Is hard to Imagine that 
anyone ever can carry on better than 
he has, year after year. Incidentally. 
Jones is still Improving hls game, and 
It may be he la Just in the beginning 
of hls career. 

AN EARLY BEGINNING 

Funny thing. Bobby Jones was so 
sickly when a small boy that 1 j 1 b family 
moved out Into the country near a 
golf course for the good of Bobby * 
health. The boy got an old putting 
cleek and dug a few holes In the back¬ 
yard. stayed out In the sun and air 
and after a year dr so was allowed 
to go over to see what he could do 
on a real golf course. In a short lime 
he attracted the attention of Stewart 
Malden, professional at the East Lake 
Club. Malden showed the youngster 
a few things about the best way to 
play hls clubs and advised hint to de¬ 
velop hls natural style. 

Bobby won hls first tournament at 
the Junior Club when he was only 
eight years old. He won this little 
championship event the next two 
years. At ten he was shooting within 
a couple of strokes of the East Lake 
course record! 

He played a lot with Perry Adair, 
who afterward became a famous golfer, 
winner of many amateur title tourna¬ 
ments. 

At.thirteen Bobby qualified In the 
Southern Championship He lost the 
opening match, however But he 
showed golf that attracted quite a bit 
of attention. 

At fourteen he played ln hls-first 
national tournament. He weighed over 
166 pounds apd was a husky youngster. 
Sunlight, air and golf had cured the 
sickly boy permanently. He qualified, 
all right, and hls first match was 
with Mr. Byers, a veteran golfer Mr. 
Byers was somewhat annoyed by hav¬ 
ing to play against a fourteen-year-old 
boy. but hls annoyance turned to ad¬ 
miration after a few holes had been 
played. Jones won the match. He won 
hla next match, too. and was stopped 
only when he met Bob Gardner, then 
a champion and winner of marly 
tournament*. 

Bobby Jones was out of luck for 
a few years ln the naMonal tourna¬ 
ments. He could win every other 
tournament In sight, but when he 
reached the one he most wanted to 
win hls nerves began to flutter. His

The 
growth of the Christian fellowship 
from Its early beginning in Europe, or 
the extent to which the early Chris¬ 
tians were traveler* Journeying about 
from *plsc* to place, is evidenced In 
the fact that Paul found certain 
disciples^>ere at Ephesus 

It would be Interesting If we knew 
just where thoee disciples bad come 
from. or. If they had formerly been 
residents qf Epheius. through whose 
agency' they had received the Oospel. 
Our Book of the Acta is taken up very 
largely with the work of Paul and his 
associates, but here and there we find 
references that indicate how much we 
lack of the total story of the beginning 
and growth of Christianity.

either by John the Baptist or by those ;

runner of Christ When Paul asked 
them where they had received the 
Holy Spirit, since believing, their reply 
was that they had not so much as 
heard about the Holy 8plrlt So Paul 
baptized them in the name of Christ. 

Here at Ephesus Paul, for about 
three months, spoke in tbe synagogue. 
Then when opposition became aroused 
he withdrew from the synagogue with 
the disciples and carried on his re¬ 
ligious teaching in the school of 
Tyrannus. 

In' this ministry he continued for 
two years and so effective was It that 
the record says "that all they that 
dwell in Asia beard the word of the 
Lord Jesus! both Jew* and Oreeks " 
That possibly is a mild exaggeration, 
though It suggests the large number 
of those who listened to Paul's discus¬ 
sions st Ephesus, and also the fact 
that probably during these two years 
Paul made Ephesus his headquarters 
for his preaching in the surrounding 
country. ^ 

But here as elsewhere the new faith 
and experience created difficulties 
through collision with false religious 
customs and with the spirit of world-

80 Bennie wUl presently be taken to 
a hospital and a delicate operation will 
be performed to -remove a piece of 
bone that la pressing on his brain. 
And the doctors who hsve examined 
him believe that Bennie will be well- 
behaved and obedient after that. 


Yet in all West Virginia no one is 
fighting harder tOjkeep him from being 
electrocuted than Circuit Judge R. D. 
Bailey, the official who. under the law, 
must sentence him to the electric 
chair. 


And Judge Bailey says he wUl never 
do it. 


Declaring that "the cruel and dia¬ 
bolical destruction of this human 
life” would be more than he could 
bear. Judge Bailey declares he will never 
pronounce sentence on Beale It may 
be necessary for him to resign from 
the bench to avoid it. 


If he were sure that. Governor 
Howard M Gore would commute 
Beale's sentence'to life imprisonment, 
he says, he would impose the sentence. 
But Oovemor Gore la maintaining al¬ 
ienee. The only other courses open 
to Judge Bailey are: to send Besle to 
the electric chair, or to resign from the 
bench. 


Six years ago Bennie was in a rail¬ 
way accident and received a severe 
blow on the head. Ever since then, he 
has been the towns "bad boy." and 
doctors believe that If the operation 
Is not performed he would sooner or 
later get into very serious trouble 

Not long ago an attendant at a 
filling atatlon in Bennie's home town 
caught the lad preparing to light a 
pool of gasoline which he had drawn 
from a pump. A dangerous conflagra¬ 
tion and explosion probably would 
have resulted If Bennie had done It. 
Other fires in 8 and Springs, including 
a 930.000 lumber yard blaze, are now 
recalled, and the police are wondering 
If Bennie didn’t have something to do 
with some of them. too. 


As a result, one of the strangest 
tangles in the state s legal history is 
presented. 


CONVICTED EIGHTEEN MONTHS 
AGO 


He says he will resign, if necessary, 
to avoid passing the death sentence.

Beale was convicted some eighteen 
months * ago of the murder of Mrs. 
B1&U6 Perdue here. A change of venue 
was obtained and he was tried in Wil¬ 
liamson. with Judge Bailey presiding. 
He was quickly convicted add sen¬ 
tenced. by Judge Bailey, to death An 
appeal for a new trial was denied at 
the time. ‘ 

A little later, however. Beale suc¬ 
ceeded in carrying hla case before the 
8 tste Supreme Court, winning a stay 
of execution. This brought a delay 
of over a year. 


Mr. Rankin la a little shy In field 
sports, but can measure lances with 
all comers In aquatic manoeuvres. He 
has vanquished six men In a ducking 
contest, and can dive and swim like 
a dldappgr duck. He is the only 
heavyweight In his immediate- family, 
but had an aunt who tipped the scales 
at 520 pounds and another whose 
weight was a hundred pounds less.

Once Bennie was sent to a state 
home at Enid, but hla fa th er s oo n 
effected hla release. Later the boy was 
sent to the Pauls Valley reformatory, 
but the superintendent there did not 
believe it was the place for him and 
sent him home. 


At the Pinevllle jail Beal* was | 
treated more like a gueat than a con- : 
demned murderer. For months he was j 
allowed to go and come as he pleased, 
even carrying a key to the jail so that 
h* could let himself in and out when f 
he choee. He - kep t faith with the au- ! 
thorltles. spendlng‘every night in hla j 
cell and making no effort to run away. ! 
although friends offered to advance | 
him money for train fare. When the [ 
8 uprcme Court killed hla last chance I 
for a new trial and he. was ordered 
back to Jail at Williamson. Beale went 
there alone and unattended, reporting 
promptly to the Williamson authorities 
for imprisonment. 


Not long ago the Supreme Court 
overruled his request for a new trial 
and sent the case back to Judge Bailey. 
Under the law. Beale • had to be re- 
aentenced because the stay of execu¬ 
tion had nullified the old death sen¬ 
tence. 

In the meantime, however. Judge 
Bailey had been pondering the evi¬ 
dence on which Beale had been cojfe 
\lcted. It seemed to him. he says, that 
the facts presented to the Jury were. 
In the light of reflection, "beyond rea¬ 
son." In addition, new evidence came 
to him. One of the state's leading 
witnesses, he says, virtually admitted 
that she had perjured herself at the 
trial.

One error modern motorists fall Into 
la that of depending on a “doped" 
gasoline to clean out the carbon of 
their engines. 

No anil-knock fuel la Intended for 
that purpoae It’s merely a chemical 
that assures perfect and complete 
combustion of the fuel mixture. 

By its use there Is greater fuel 
economy, no detonation, no crankcase 
dilution and more power. 

But to expect such anti-knock 
chemicals to clean out carbonized 
cylinders la to expect too much. 

With carbon In the cylinder heads 
and atop the pistons, anti-knock fuel 
will merely prevent detonation. The 
carbon will remain until It Is cleared 
out. If there isn’t too much of It, it 
may even be helpful toward perfect 
combust inn and High power, for the 
carbon remains hot even after tbe 
charge In the chamber la fired and 
serves to heat up the next charge. 

Anti-knock chemicals, usually, con¬ 
sist of fine particles that Ignite almost 
Immediately upon firing of the spark 
plug, scatter quickly through the en¬ 
tire fuel mixture and serve to Ignite 
the entire charge of fuel and air al¬ 
most Instantaneously. The result le 
that there la no waste of fuel, and es-

Some, such os silver nitrate, 
or copper nitrate, which are very ex- | 
tenaively used, are highly caustic In | 
their action, and if allowed to come | 
Into contact with the scalp will cause 1 
Irritation that may lead to endless, 
trouble. 

However. If proper care Is observed 
in applying the dye so that the scalp | 


is not moistened, this Irritating action 
may be avoided . 

Pm made ol nitrate of alleer solu¬ 
tions generally come In dark bottles. 
The liquid itself is as clear aa water 
and becomes dark when applied to the 
hair and then exposed to the rays of 
light. By placing a few drops of sus¬ 
pected dye on a piece of white cloth 
and observing whether the spot, at 
first colorless as water, when exposed 
to the light gradually becomes darker 
fthd darker, till It finally becomes 
black, you may be reasonably certain 


that It contains the caustic nitrate oft 
silver aa Its basic ingredient. 

Having mmrt* thlf itlmpla t«St. VOU 
may decide for yourself whether you 1 
wish to use the dye. and If you so | 
decide, be careful to follow the direc¬ 
tions given. If you do this, you will 
no doubt escape unpleasant oonse-

master was penalised for employing 
him. and in the troubles that ensued 
xhA young poet, retired to his native 
Suffolk where he found hospitable 
welcome from his old master During 
the two months of his residence In the 
country his boyish impressions gave 
place to others Full of Thomson's 
"Seasons." Just read, he came back to 
the old scenes and associations in a 
mood of exhilaration and enthusiasm 
that moulded and colored his who!* 
reaction. Then he returned to Lon¬ 
don to his trade, an arrangement hav¬ 
ing been made for him to pass the 
apprentice stage, and at the age of 
twenty-four he married and settled 
down as a "ladles' shoemaker " His 
spare hours, not over many in those 
days of protracted labor, were given to 
music and to the composition of his 
chief poem. "The Farmer's Boy " Com¬ 
pleted in 1798 it was submitted to a 
Capt Capel Loftt, a Suffolk squire, 
whose opinion of It was such that he 
used his influence to have it accepted 
by a publisher and saw the book 
through the press By a happy

Interested 
themselves in him. Thus he got a 
small appointment in one of the gov¬ 
ernment offices. Eventually even this 
hsd to be given up. and the poet was 
reduced to a shilling a day of pension 
Which he ne*m* to have sked out while 
he could by bookselling and the mak¬ 
ing of aeolian harps He suffered from 
almost continuous headaches In hla 
later yean, and In consequence hie 
nervous irritability increased to such 
an extent that he was almost on the 
borden of ineanity. He died at Tbet- 
ford in 1833 

In W H Hudson's “Afoot in Eng- 
land." there is a charming chapter on 
| Bloom field and his poetry entitled.

While he lay dying, word waa brought 
to him that Walter was keeping the

Damrosch scored a triumph and at 
once ranked as a full fledged opera 
conductor. Lilli Lehman was among 
the very first to congratulate him and 
to admit she eras wrong.

If the singers who worked with him 
were the discoverers of Dam roach's 
ability to conduct great opera In a great 
manner. It was his father who first 
perceived his musical qualities. Dr. 
Leopold Damrosch was one of the 
greatest men of music of his day. Con¬ 
ductor of the Breslau Orchestra Verein 
at Breslau. Silesia, he tired of condi¬ 
tions in Germany and came to the 
United 8 tat«s in 1871 as conductor of 
tile Arlon Society of New York. Sub¬ 
sequently be organized and conducted 
the Oratorio Society and the New York 
Symphony Society, became * director 
of the Metropolitan Opera Company 
snd introduced Gdtnan OperiKto Am¬ 
erica 


But the son was not to obtain Im¬ 
mediate ■ recognition as .an opera con¬ 
ductor. Following his father's death, 
he took the Damrosch Opera Company, 
a private venture of his parent on Its 
8prlng tour, but when the directors of 
the Metropolitan Opera House finally 
named a director they chose Edmund 
C. 8tanton. a relative of one of them. 
Damrosch was made assistant director 
and Second" conductor As assistant 
director he engaged Anton Soldi, the 
man whose Illness finally gave him a 
chance as conductor. 

December 23. 1924 the New York 
musicians' club. "The Bohemians," 
banqueted Walter Damrosch In honor 
of hla fortieth season aa conductor of 
the New York Symphony Orchestra.

The female should meas¬ 
ure i about twenty-eight Inches in 
height snd weigh around 100 pounds.

The hair 
should be short, dense snd sleek. In no 
case should It Incline to roughness. In 
spite of Its size the dog should be
